NJof our Loꝛd and Sauisur Je- 

us Chziſt was, becauſe there 
were cerfaine that ſh2wed 
Ci pum of the Galileans, whoſe 
blond Pilate had mingled 
with their owne ſacrifices: that is, murdered 
them as they were ſacrificing : & fo their blond 
was mingled with p bloud of p beaſts which 
were ſacrificed. Theſe men therefo:e thought 
that thoſe Galileans were greater finners then 
all other Galjleans , becauſe they had ſuffered 
ſuch things: and that thoſe eighteene alſo, bp- 
on whom the Tower of Siloam fell and flue 
them were ſinners abone all men that dwelt in 
Ieruſalem. Wherin they did vtter a ſecret coꝛ⸗ 
ruption, naturally ingendꝛed in all men: that 
is very ſharply to ſe into the ſinnes or othres, 
ſeuerely fo tenſure them, but in the meane 
while to flatter themſelues, and to bee blinds 
fold in ſeeing their owne fins, Foꝛ theſe men 
thought, becauſe the like iudgements did not

they were notſo great ſinners, but rather high- 
ly in the fauour of God, accoꝛding as many do 
falſely ſuppoſe, that they are alwaies the wozlit 
ſoꝛt ot people whom God doth moſt ſtrike, and 
pꝛeſle with his puniſhing hand hauing fo2cot- 
ten that God doth not keege an ozdinarp rate 
here below, to puniſh euery mã as he is woꝛſt

Ch:ilt dwelling in their hearts by faith, which 
is the houſhold ſiſter of repentance, are not bet⸗ 
fer the repꝛobates, caſt-awares, t condemned 
perſons, But becauſe the moſt people in theſe 
dapes are grofly deceiued in repentance, both 


it weꝛketh, what be the qualities & conditions 
of it, which bee the cauſes, x which be the lets x 
Hinderances; and alſo why, when, and where- 
foze ws ſhould repent : therefoze J haue a pꝛe⸗ 
ſent intent to teach firit, what ts repentance: 
Secondly, which be her qualities and cffects. 
Thirdly, when we ſhould repenf. Fonrthty, 
wheretsze we ſhould repent. And laſt of all, 
what letteth vs fro repentance. Which oꝛder 
e method of teaching, although ſome may mils 
like (as inderd with me it is not ozdinarp) pet 
conſidering v matter J haue in hand, 7 thinke 
it not inconuenient. But toy matter. Nepen⸗ 
tance is an outward ſozrowing, ⁊ continuall 


concerning what it is, what it meaneth, what 


mourning 
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mourning in the heart and conſcience fo: fin, 
joyned with faith, and both in ward 4 outward 
amendment. Jaward, J ſay, in changing the 
thoughts and affect: ons ot the heart; and out⸗ 
ward, in changing the wozds and wozkes , 
from euill ts good. This repentance,no doubt 
was in Dauid: who when he was couertlp 
rep26ued by the o ꝛophet Nathan, and his fins 
Laid befo2e his eies, did not ſtubboznlp defend 
them, eo tulle againſt God: noꝛ pet ſecretly 
excuſe them, and daube them cuer, but crped 
out in the bitterneſſe of his heart, I haue fin- 
ned; an? thereupon made the 51 Pſaime, a 
Pſalme indeed full of dolour and heauinelle, 
wherein the Pꝛophet bewaileth his ſaults, la- 
menteth his ſins, and pꝛapeth euen foz a new 
heart, and a new ſpirit, new thoughts, new 
affections , new parpoſes of amendment of 
lifs : ſo that in David wa may ſe an inward 
fozrowing, a laſting griefe (as the booke of 
Pſalmes doth cuery where declare, which lai⸗ 
eth him out, as it were, in an Anatomp.) yea, 
t great refoꝛmation, both in inward and out⸗ 
ward ſinnes. Mere therefoze behold what is 
repentante.

molt traiferonfly ſinned, J haue molt oblli⸗ 
natelp, careleſlp, t rebellioufly ſinned: J haue 
monſtrouſly offended in ſuch a place, in ſuch a 
houſe, in tuch a company, on luch a dap, in ſuch 
a cozuer, in the darke J committed adultery 
cloſely, when J thought none has ſeene me: in 
ſuch a chamber 1 defiled my neighbours wile 
mine owne conſctence doth accuſe mee of it:in 
ſach and ſuch tompanp J haue bene dzunke, 3 
haue ſpoken and rapled againſt Gods wo2d, 3 
haue mocked the P2eachers, J haue {pared ng 
oaths noꝛ filthy ſpeech: 4 now O Lo2d, Lozd, 
what an valy monſter and w2etched villaine 
am J: Here J ſtand befo2e thy pꝛeſence, all na- 
kedʒ blind, wounded, pwꝛe, wꝛetched, and miſe. 
rable, hauing deſerued a thouſand damnations 
if thou ſhouldſt enter into indgement, « fry y 
Law w me. Zherefo2e J beſeech thee to ſhew 
pitip and conipaſſion vpon mee. Anoint my 
wounds 
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wormys with the oyle af mercy,reffoze me my 
fight,cloath my naked neſſe, enrich me that am 
pos ze, ſcrengthen mee that am weake, help me 
that am fallen: O bid me not farewell. The in⸗ 
fant ouercommeth his mother with crying, che 
child his father with weeping, e the ſeruant his 
maiſter by intreaty, and wilt not thou bee in- 
treated O Lozd? Thus, J ſay, if euery man 
would ſpeake in his conſcience to God, and 
thus narrowly , oz mo2e narrowly examine 
himſelfe , vndoubtly he were in the way to re⸗ 
pentance. 

But alas it is a wozld to ſeehow the blind 
Buzzards, & crooked Canker-we2mes of this 
wozld go a wp, fromthis rule deceiuing themes 
ſelues with the bare title, and naked name of 
repentance. Dany indeed can talke of it, but 
few walke in it: many ſpeake of it, but few 
feele it: many deſcribe it, but few know it. It 
is hid and locked vp from the woꝛld, and re 
nealed onely to Gods childzen: Pany thinks 
they haue caught it, when they haue but the 
ſhadow of it. It is ſo high that few can reach 
it: It is ſo deepe that few can come to 
the bottome of it: it is ſo narto o, that few can 
enter inta it: So wide, that fetu can campꝛe⸗ 
hend it: So ſlippery, that few con hold it: So 
ſecret , that few can ſinde it: Tgerefoze my 
det re bzsthzen, J beſeech you let vs pzay vnto 


our 
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ou; Gov, that he would reueale vnto bs this 
my%ery which is hid from the wozld, that we 
may {ec it, and know it finde it, and feele it, to 
our endlelle tomfoꝛt, through Chziſt Jeſus, 
which grace he graut vs. 
But uo to he ſc:2ad point, concerning 
quaiuties and fruits of Repentance, One ſpe⸗ 
ciall quality of repentance is alwates to bing 
with it remilton of bnnes: fo2 where true re⸗ 
rent tance goth beloꝛe, there remiſſion of ſing 
mut ne efſariip follow after: not that repen- 
— delezneth remillion of fins, but becauſe 
where Cod woꝛketh repentante, there he par⸗

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deccine thẽſelues. Foz they think, whatſoener 
they ſay, whatſocuer they do, be it god, be it 
euill, whether they repent oz not repent, pet 
they ſhal he ſaued by Chꝛiſts death: as though 
they would make it a baud to their ſinnes and 
ſo wozke that villanp againft Chaift, J hope 
fo be ſaued by Chꝛiſts death aſwell as the hell 
of them all, ſaith ſome. But where is thy re- 
pentance thou miſerable wzetch:Doſt Þ think 
P Gods mercyiscommon to all? And Chailts 
death ab1wd fe2 thy fins? no, no: when it cõ⸗ 
meth to the va⸗ſhot p chalt hop ſhozt. Foz if 
will pzoue farre otherwiſe Foz p halt finde 
Gods mercy turned into tultice, and Chaiſts 
death info wa2me-wood,becanſe thou hatedſC 
knowledge, and chuſedlt not the fearc of the 
Lozd, Thus pou ſee mp deere bzethzen, that 
repentance mutt needs go befoze foz2atnencfſe 
offinnes, # where it leadeth not 5 wap, there 
the gates of Gods mercy are ſhut vp: c this 
is the firff quality of repenfance. It hath al⸗ 
fo another condition, and that is to alter and 
change men from that they were befoze, not 
in ſubſtance and pꝛopoꝛtion of the body, but 
in the qualities and conditions of the minde. 
Foz whoſoeuer hath truely repented. pon ſhal 
by and by ſee a moſt mcrnailous t wonderful 
change in him: ſo that he will not do as he hath 
done, noꝛ ſpeake as he hath ſpoken, noz com⸗ 
pany 
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pany as he hath tompanied, noz play the good 
fellow(as they terme it) as he was wont to do, 
no; runne the ſame crceſſe to rot as hee was 
wont. And this is that amazeth the woꝛld; and 
tauſeth them to bꝛiſtle and foame at y mouth, 
like wilde Boares ond to ſpeake euill of them 
that turne vnto God: foz the wozld loueth his 
owne, and cannot abide that God ſhould pluck 
ons feather from his wings; but repentance 
doth violently pull men out of the clawes of 
Sathan, and change them from 5 conditior. of 
the world: fo2 it maketh of pꝛoud, humble: of 
hurt full, harmleſſe:of cruell, meekc:ofwolnes, 
lambs; of Kpons, ſheepe: of adulterers, chaſt 
liners: of dꝛunkards, ſober men: of (wearers, 
reuerent ſpeakers:of haters, friends: of deſpi⸗ 
ſers embzacers: of ſcoffers, louers: of earthly, 
heanenlp:of ninels Saints. All theſe wozketh 
repentance. Paul franelled foward Damaſcus 
a Wolfe, a perſecufo2, a bloud⸗ſucker, a ha⸗ 
ter, a deſpiſer: but ere he came there he was 
quite changed, and cleane of another mind: ſo 
mighty was he that met him in p way. Uhen 
Jeſus Chaift ſent do wne the holy Ghoſt vpon 
his Diſciples, accozding to his pꝛomiſe, there 
were ſome ſcoffers at Ieruſalem, which moc⸗ 
ked and ſaid: They are full of new wine: But 
the ſame men tryed dut by and by after. Men 
and brethren what ſhall we do to be ſaued? 
. 5 Yers 
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Here was a molt wonderfull and ſuddaine 
change. See then p foꝛte of repentance. when 
God firiketh it into the heart of man,# dziueth 
the naile to the head(as they lay / it effcgeth þ 
which ail the wiſedome and policy of man is 
not able to bꝛing to paſſe, and when they haue 
pꝛouled hither and hither, lapd their heads 
together a (ought all the coꝛners oftheir wits, 
vet can they not tell which way to turne their 
hand, oꝛ where fo begin te change the heart of 
a man t fo tonnert him te God. Therefoze re⸗ 
pentance is ſtronger then ali the whole wozld, 
# worketh that which all men with their na. 
turall witg, fine heads, and deepe deuiſes cans

not compaſſe: ſoꝛ v connerften of ſinner is a 
fwozke luper⸗naturall. Here then wee haue a 
glaſle to beholʒ eur ſelues in, whether ener we 
haue rcpented oz ng: Foꝛ it we finde not this 
change t alteration in vs, we haue not repens 
fed. and ſo conſequentip remaine vnder dams 
nation. Lhercfo2e let euerp man looke vnto 
himſelfe: foz marke how much he is changed e 
altered from his fo2mer wicked wates, ſomuch 
hath he repenked. And he » is the ſame man he 
mas th2ee,fonre, eight, nay thirty peares ago, 
ſurelp, ſurely, he hath not repented, and there» 
foꝛe abideth in damnation. J maruell the how 
theſe me, which neuer felt any change oz alfe-

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kelleth them, that thep are not changed, no? 
know what it meaneth, can haue hope of ſal- 
nation; vnleſſe peraduenture they beleene not 
this doctrine, oz thinke it fo be falſe, J wil ſend 
ouer theſe men to ſuch as haue bene in the like 
cale they now are, c pet thought they might dg 
well enough foz all that, although both blinde 
in iu dgement, and coꝛrupt in conuerſation. J 
haue knowne and do know men which befoze 
their couuerſion # inward change, were coun⸗ 
ted as honeſt men as euer bꝛake bꝛead, and as 
ſubſtanciall men as they could be, and as true 
dealers, hpꝛight liuers, god houſe⸗keepers, as 
any of their neighbours:pe 1, and they had the 
ſame opinion of themſclues to. And pet not⸗ 
withſtanding when they haue felt repentance 
wozking this change x alteratis in the, thzongh 

the power of the ſpirit, at the pzeaching of the 
wo2d:and when they haue had new hearts gi⸗ 

wen them to diſcerne better, new epes to ſee 
better, as men come out of a damp, haue won- 
dꝛed and meruailed at the palpable and groſſe 
darkeneſſe they were in befoꝛe, and haue burſt 

fozth in tyeſe woꝛds, Þ they would not he in ỹ

God cõdẽneth many whom d woald infkifieth, 
Me thinketh this example ſhould make cinil £ 
woꝛldly men feare & ſuſpect theſelnes, 4 know 
their owne miſery befoze God. Foz thoſe men 
were as god as they befo2e their conuerſion, x 
vet afterward cõ feſled v they were plunged to 
p bottome of hel ⁊ dꝛowned in the depth of dã⸗ 
nation. Me phath eares to heare let him heare: 
t he 5 hath eyes to ſeæ, let him ſee:foʒ it men wil 
fill ſooth themſelues fo2 all this, p they ſhal be 
ſaued without feeling any change oꝛ wozke of 
repftance,it wil coſt them full dere in the end. 
Fo2 Chziſts woꝛds will pꝛoue true, p whoſoe⸗ 
uer repenteth not ſhal be damned, p is, wholo⸗ 
euer doth not fele in himſelſe what is repens 
tance,t find in himſelfe 5 5 therof, ſhal 
be conden nen Fo; where Spentanceis, there 
be 8 qualities of repentance; # where the qua⸗ 
lities be abſent, there is no true repentance» 
So that where Chꝛiſt ſaith, Except ye repent, 
ye ſhall all periſh: it is all one as if he had ſaid, 
extept yon know the truth of repentance, ex⸗ 
cept ye tan pꝛoue vnto ygurconſciences v fez- 
gineneſe 
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ginenefſe of your ſins, ercope ve fcele achange 
t alteration in py bottome of your hearts of all 
your foʒmer leud waies # miſd?2meano2s, pou 
ſhall ſurelp periſh and be dainned. Bnt let vs 
alittle further ſearch ont the qualities ot re- 
pentance. The Apoſtle tn the 11 Chapter of y 
ſecond Epiffle to p Corinthians, ſetteth down 
ſeuen notable qualities and effeas of Kepen⸗ 
fance. The firft of them he nameth care: Foz 
behold ( ſaith he) this thing, that you haue bene 
godly ſo2rp, what care it hath w2ought in you: 
5ᷣ is, an earneſt ſtudp, and as it were, a taking 
thought to pleaſe God: faz where true rspen- 
tace hath oute wꝛought, there followeth great 
tate afterward :care(A ſap) to liuc ia the obe⸗ 
diente of God: care to keep a good conſcience, 
care to re oꝛme our houſholds, care to inſtruct 
our wines, childꝛen, x ſeruants, in the know⸗ 
ledge of Gad, care to pzap with them moꝛning 
t euening: and generally, care to perfi2me all 
duties belonging to God. Do V repentance is 
not a careleſſe, but a careful thing. et no man 
thinke therefoze that although the? welter in 
careleſneſſe ofthe fleſh,+fleepe in ſecuri'y all 
the dates of their life, pet their repentan:c is 
good enough: pea, though they ſpend whole 
daies, nights, monthes, t peares in vanities. 
plates e paſtimes in idleneſſe, fond dclights, 
pleaſures and volaptuouſn: fe, in negligence 
B 3 0 
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of all dutp, fo2 getfulneſſe of God, and con- 
tempt oi all good things: yet foz all this they 
repent fo2 their ſinnes and hope to be ſaned ag 
well as any other. But alas! how can theſe 
things & ind together, to repent fo2 ſinne. and 
to delight in ſinz to hate ſin, and to loue ſin; to 
flie from ſin, and to follow after n: But theſe 
men J perceiue would faine make S. Paul a li⸗ 
er: fo he ſaith a man hath neuer repented ex⸗ 
cept hee bee carefull afterward to pleaſe God: 
they ſay they do repent. and haue repented, al 
though they liue neuer ſy wzetchedly, 4 care⸗ 
lefly. But when all licentious and lend liuers, 
filthy whozemongers, beaſtly bellyagovs, and 
tareleſſe taitifes, come to p kingdome of God, 
and are ſaued. then ſhall theſe men come alſo 
with them, to be ſaued by carelefle repenfance. 
The next quality and effect of repentance is 
named, Clearing of our ſelues:that is diſchar⸗ 
ging ok our ſriues when ſinne doth accuſe vs, 
and lap things to cur charge: foꝛ when ſin and 
Sathan do terriũe the conſcience of the pooze 
penitent ſinner, by and by he flpeth vnto God 
taſketh fozginenefſe thꝛough Jeſus Chalk, 
ſo cleareth himſelfs, and maketh his Apology 
againſt fin t᷑ ſathan: like as a wan p is pꝛeſen⸗ 
fed into the Court vpon ſuſpicion of whoze? 
dom, oꝛ any other notozious t ime, muſt cleere 
himſelfe by * of 5 which is my his 
charge: 
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charge :ſo the conſcience that is cited by ſathan 

betoze the Justice 4 udgement ſeat of God, 

tleareth it ſelfe by repentance, and aſketh co2s 
giueneſſe thꝛough Jeſus Cy2ilt. Do that here 
wee may lee a wonderfull fruit of a peatfent 
conſcience 2 it cannot abide the accuſation of 
linne, if cannot bec quyct till: bee reconcti ed 
vnto God, and ſo haue peace with it cle. Foz 
this is to be noted in the godiy man that wyen 
he hath committed any fin. his conſcicnce tei« 
leth him ot it by4 by he fees lead within hum. 
Fis all heaup, and cannot lleep quetip, till gec 
hath gotten into ſome cozner, were he mar 
mourne and lament to the full conicile 4 lap 
open himſel le vnto God, and ſo clcate him — 
thzouxh Jeſus Chit, his conſcience beg ting 
him witneſſe Þ his fin is ſozgiuen. Uh: — 
contr ariwiſe p vngodly man, when his conſci⸗ 
ence atuſeth him of ſin he diſpatcheth a wah a 
ſuch thoughts g treadeth them vader ſo : 

by e by calleth fo2 a paire of cards o: emi - 
ſome merry companion to dꝛiue away tine. $ 
to put out all ſuch thoughts out of his head: 4 
ſo indeed heincreafeth them moe and moge, 
and tauſeth them to rankle inwardly. 

The third qualitpis called invignation: that 
is, a mo2tall and deadly hatred agaimiz uu, as 
when a man doth ſhudder and hake; nd as it 
were, grind his teeth at þ rememboance ch 
W 4 
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ſing: fo? this is alwaies in 8 penitent perſon, 


to loath and abhoꝛ all ſin from his heart, both 
his owne ins, and ̊ ſins of others; 4 fo hate 
it as 9 diuell himſelfe, which is h authoz of it; 
and to flie from it as from the very cut«throat 
and hangman of his ſoule, and to know it to 
be the onely thing that blindeth, that harde⸗ 
neth,that ſeparateth from God,aftd pꝛocureth 
all plagues and diſeaſes, both of bodp and 
ſoule againſt vs.Dherefozec he ſpitteth at it, in 
defiance, and diſdaineth it, and ſtoppeth 
his noſe at the ſtincke of it, whereſoeuer hee 
ſmelleth it. 
The fourth thing is feare, which is a ceraine 
aweof God, when a man is afraid to diſpleaſe 
Him:foz the penitent perſon feareth allwaies, 
and being pꝛiup fo his owne infirmity and 
weakneÞ (when Sod neuer ſo litle with- 
vraweth Nis grace, æleaueth him alone) woꝛk⸗ 
keth bis ſaluation with feare t trembling. Ye 
will not pꝛeſume vpon foꝛmer grace fo com⸗ 
mit any ſin, oz flatter himſelle in the mercy of 
God, and Þ things Þ he hath already taſted 
of God, to peeld to ſome little fin thinking hee 
may doe Þ and be Þ child of God well enough, 
becauſe ſome of Gods children haue fallen in- 
to greater:but rather he frembicth at the leaſt 
motion of finne, & is afriad of the temptation 
which ſathan trappeth in the way, e is — 
| | | en 
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when the temptations of fin are vpon him, ta 
ſatisfie the hunger of ſin:but rather he fighteth 
againſt fin when ſin fighteth againſt him, and 
pꝛeſenteth the feare of God befoze his eies (as 
godlp Ioſeph in the aſſault of Putiphars wife) 
to bee as it were a tower of veſence, and wel- 
ſpzing of life, to auoid the ſnares of death. 

The fifth thing is defire,that is, hungering 
and thirſting after righteouſneſſe. Foz the pe⸗ 
nitent man is rauiſhed with deſire of good 
things: he defireth to be enzry day better then 
other, he deſireth to leaue enery day ſome lin, 
he deſireth to p:ay,he deſireth new knowledge 
and new vnderitanding of heauenly things. 
Vee deſireth to heare Sermons , & will ſtraine 
himſelfe to heare them. He defireth the compas 
ny of the godly , thinking himſelfe in heauen 
when hee is amongſt them. Me deſireth the ſal⸗ 
nation of his very enemies, and pꝛapeth foz 
them. All theſe, c many other ſuch like deſires 
are in the penitent man. 

The ſirt quality is zeale, Which conſiſteth in 
p earneſtemb2acing of vertue, and hatred of 
vice:ſo jy) the penitet perſon is zealous ofenerp 
good thing, zealous of Gods gloꝛꝑ in al plates, 
in all tompanies, and amongſt all perſons. Her 
tannot abide p Gods honoz ſhould bee impea⸗ 
ched, o2 his name blaſphemed , o2 his glozp 
trampled vader fot by wicked men: but he wil 
open 
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open his month to repꝛoue the wicked, e ſtand 
ſtoutly in the defence of Gods glozy. He is not 
like the Atheiſts and difſemblers , which are 
alwaies as the campanp, 5 is, godly amongſt 
the godlyʒa Pꝛoteſtant amongſt J2;ofeſtants 
wicked among the wicked; a Papiſt among 
Papiſts,a woz2ldling amongſt wozldiings; 
a ſwearer amongſt ſwearers, a whether⸗cocke 
that turneth with euer p winde. The penitent 

man, J ſap, is not of this ſtampe:but he is con⸗ 
Tant and ʒealous in all good things: he is 3ea- 
lous both againſt the pleaſures and p2ofits of 
ſinne: though he might win a whole wozld, oz 

pleaſurehunlelfe neuer ſo much by committing 

ſinne againſt God, pet he will refuſe it: fo2 hee 

bath learned from Chꝛiſts month, that it wal! 

not p2ofite a man to win the whole woꝛld, and 

fo looſe his owne loule. 

The laſt thing is Reuenge: that is, the pe 
nitent perſon is ſo offended with the ſinne hee 
hath commited, Þ he will be reuenged of him. 
ſelfe fo2 it. As foꝛ exaniple, it he haue offended 
in gluttonp he wil reuenge himſelfe by faſting 
two oꝛ thꝛee dates after. If hee haue offended 
in mwhozedome, he wil be reuenged of his luſts 
by haltering and bꝛideling of them, euer after: 
if hee haue offended in couctous catching and 
polling of other mens goods, he will be reuen⸗ 
ged on himſelfe by reſtitution, as was godly e 
peniten“ 
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penifent Zacheus; and this indeed is a ſpeciall 
fruite of repenfance to refoꝛme our ſetues in 
thoſe things wherein wee haue molt offended, 
Now then we ſee {my deere bꝛethꝛen) what ly⸗ 
ethin the belly of repentance, and which bee 
her inwards;ſo that we muſt needs now come 
to the vnlacing and vnbowelling of Ciizfs 
wo2ds: Except yee repent {faith he) yce ſhall 
all periſh, Pis, except pe haue this foꝛcnamed 
care, vou ſhal be al damnedicrcept pe hanc this 
clearing of pour ſelues, pou ſhall be damned: 
Except pou haue this indignation, pou hall 
all be damned: Except you haue this feare pou 
ſhall be damned: Extept yon haue this defire, 
you ſhall all bee damned: Except vou haue this 
zeale, you ſhall all be damnedꝛextept pou haue 
thiz reuenge, vou ſh all all bee damned: foꝛ our 
Saniour Chꝛiſt doth not ſpeake of the bare 
name of repentance, but of repentance with 
her furniture appurtenances; ſo that whoſo⸗ 
euer hath not repentante, with al her qualities 
and effects, oꝛ at leaſt ſome mealure of them, 
hee hath no repentante indeed, and there loꝛe 
ſhall bee damned: For ex. ept yee repent, yee 
ſhall all periſh, But mee thinketh that 3 
heare ſome man ſay: heere is nothing but 
damnation, damnation. You Peach nos 
thing but the Law, Let vs heare ok the Goſs 
pell. Dy bꝛethzen, J pzoteft vato-you , that 
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A ſpeake in loue whatſoeuer J ſpeake, J defire 
the ſaluation of por all. Jf 1 could win but 
two ofall this congregation. J would count 
my lelfe happy, + thinke that God had greatly 
bleed my labours. And vndoubtedly, Jf J 
knew any neerer way to bzing pou vato God 
then by pꝛeaching the law ts make yoa know 
your ſelues,ſarely,ſarely, J would ble it: 02 if 
J could bee perſwaded y the pzeaching of the 
Goſpell c mercy would ds you mo2e good, von 
ſhould heare of nothing but Goſpell, Goſpel, 

Mercy, Mercy. But alas A lee Þ every careles 
t ignozant man pꝛeſumeth vpon Gods mercy, 
J ſec » enery filthy liuer, t notoꝛious blaſphe⸗ 
mer abuſeth Gods mercy in applying it to him 
ſelfe, without repentance, ſo that they would 
make Gods mexcya cloake fo2 their ſins, J ſee 
P cuery man would fatae be flattered in ſin, x 
heare of it no moꝛe, but haue the Gaſpel pꝛea⸗ 
ched: which indeed belongeth not vnto them 
continuing in their ſtubboꝛneſſe, but onelp to 
v penitent ſinner, which fozſaketh himſelfe,x 
groaneth # panteth vnder the burthen of his 
ſane. Therefoze when J ſe you humbled with 
Pp conſcience ofyour ſinnes, and groane ⁊ pant 
vnder the burthen of them, when J ſee your 
faces blubbered with weeping, your hearts 
molliſied, and ſoꝛro wing with care, then will 
A comfozf vou, and ceale to pꝛeach the — 
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But I pꝛap you will you ſteale, marther, and 
commit adultery, & yet hears of mercy? Mill 
von mocke, ſwrare, blaſpheme, and raile, and 
pet heare of mercy? Mill pon ſerue ſinne, hate 
vertue.& follow pour own luſts, ⁊ pet heare of 
mercy? Would pou haue plaiſters befoꝛe pou 
haue wounds? Mould you haue Phpſicke be⸗ 
foze pou be ſicke? Would pou bee let bloud be⸗ 
foze pon haue neede? Would pon not account 
him a foliſh Phyfition p will miniſter phyſick 
to a whole man? Mould pon not thinke him 
an vnſtzilfull Chirurgion, 5 will apply a gentle 
ſalue to an old feſtered ſoare, ̃ not rather co23y 
it? Then know pou my bꝛethꝛen, that becauſe 
vou are full of grofſie hamozs, you muſt haue 
ſtrung purgations, becauſe you are full of old 
feſtered wounds, vou muſt haue coꝛroſiue 
ſalues; fo2Þ is belt fo2 vou ⁊᷑ the ſpeedieſt way 
to retouet pour health: + fozaſmnch as you bg 
rough hozſes, you muſt haue a rough Rider;x 
hard knob hy timber muſt haue hard wedges, 
t hard ſtroakes with a beetle. Mee pꝛeach the 
la w to dꝛziue you to Chꝛiſt, wee pzeach iudge⸗ 
mẽt to make yon fo ſœke mere. we pꝛeach dã⸗ 
nation to bꝛing you to ſalnatio. But to pꝛeach 
mercy t foꝛgiueneſle, befnze men ſee their fins

And ik he haue itching sares, 
let him lay them away fro him, aſſuring him⸗ 


ſelfe elſe that he is foze- cloſed, ſo ſhall he neuer 


receiue the doctrine to his pꝛofit and inffructs

Ceaſe therefoze fo open 
pour mouthes, to make hue and cry ouer the 
country ſaying: They P2each nothing but the 
Law, the Law, Damnation, Damnation, by- 
leſle ye will take in Chꝛiſt too, and make him 
one of the number, and accuſe him of want of 
wiſedome , becauſe he pzeacheth 4 crpeth out, 
that whoſoeucr repenteth not ſhal be condem⸗ 
ned.

Wherefoze now whilſt we haue the light, let 
bs walks as the childzen of y light : the night 
tcommeth when no man tan wozke. It ſhall be 
too late to call foʒ mercy after this life, when Þ 
gates of mercy are thut vp; t repentance _ 
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ber the ſiue fooliſh virgins, which becauſe they 
ouerſlowed the time, had heauen gates barred 
vp againſt them. Let vs alſo remember the 
fearefull and dole full example of the rich glut⸗ 
fon, which being in hell fozments , pelled and 
pelped fo2 the leaſt eaſe and helpe that might 
be, and could not haue it An hundꝛed thouſand 
times therefoꝛe better it is foz vs, fo leaue our 
fins now, to mourne foz them now , and now 
to repent, then hereafter, alas, when it ſhall be 
to late. Better now a great deale to fake ſome 
paines, to ffraine our ſelues to leaue our fins, 
and to make our hearts {mart fo2 them, then 
to bee condemned foz euer, and to cry in the 
boffome of hell: Me haue wearted our ſelues 
in the way of wickedneſſe and deſtruction, and 
wee haue gone though dangerous waies, but 
wee haue not knowne the wap of the Lo2d. 
What hath pꝛide p2ofited vs? o2 what pꝛoſtt 
bath the pompe of riches bzought vs: All theſe 
things are paſſed away like aſhadow, and as a 
Poſt that paſſed by, Mee haue ſet our ſelues 
againſt the childꝛen of God, we haue had them 
in deriſfon, and in a parable of repꝛoach: wes 
foles thought their life maduelle, and their 
end with diſhonour: but lo, they are counted 
amongſt the childꝛen of God, and their poꝛti⸗ 
on is amonglt the Saints: therefoze let vs 
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ber to late. Oh deere Chꝛiſtians let vs remem⸗ 
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know the tune of our calling, and let vs not be 
wo zſe then toe leules of the aire; the Turtle 
che Trance and the Swallow, obſerue the time 
pf their cor! nuning. the Hulba ndman taketh his 
te, the Mariner watcheth his tides : theres 
io2e let vs al 7 take the time, and turne to the 
Loꝛd, whilſt it is ſaid to day; which grace God 
grant Ds. Nom iet vs returne vnto the tourth 
point, concerning the cauſes which map moue 
vs vnto reventante. Yeercin Jhaue obſcryed 
nine ſrocta!! things. Firſt, the great mercy of 
God, ſeadeth ve ontc repentance, as Rom. 2, 
The hountifulncfie of God leadeth vs vnto re- 
penrance,faith the Apoſtle: God doth continu⸗ 
alp fellow vs with his mercies and benefits, 
both conce! ning on ſoules t bodies, wee haue 
io good thing which we haue not receiued at 
Ms hands: we hold all that we haue of him, + 
fo him web are beholding foz all: great is his 
mercy towards gur bodies, and euerp mercp E 
bencfte, either towards ſoule oz body, calleth 
vs: o tepentante. Ye giueth vs meate,d2inke, 
and cloathing, ti ele call vs to repentante; hee 
keepeth vs at his owne toſt and charges heere 
below this calleth vs to repentante: the Sun, 
the Moone, and the Stars tall vs vnto repen⸗ 
fance: the Birds of the Aire, the Fiſhes of the 
Sea s the Fruits of the Earth ery out vpon vs 
both loud and ſhaill; Repent, repent; "= 
ure

foz his UM nepard that he gath not done: Chor- 
foꝛe let vs repent. 

Secondip, the iudgements of Gop mone 
vs vn:o repentance; foz all the thumverbelis 
PD agues, and punch nent , W uch Oo dhath 
thꝛowne downe vpon obſtinate ſinners, from 
the beginning of the voꝛid. are fo many wats 
nim peeces vnto vs, to awake vs out of the 
dead lleepe of ſi ne. and to pꝛicke vs to repen⸗ 
tance. As in the ſirſt Cor. ro. when the A, 
had cited diuers great iudgements of G25 as 
gainſt the old Iſcaelites fo2 diuers nies, 
hee concludeth: Now all theſe ching carne 
vnto them for examples, and were wr 
to admoniſh vs, vpon whom the ends or the 
world are come: So that all the 1ndaer nts 
wee reade ofin y Dcriptures, ate ſo mann m⸗ 
monitions, x as it were — ropes to dab 2s 
fo repentante. All ß iudgements! wee rea et 
do ſee # heare of euery day — with main 
ſtrokes, beate down-right vpon our con Treat. 
fo repentance. The valy — ſtran 
birzhs, fierp tonſtellations, vnuno necoet 
ſuddaine deaths, meruailaus dzouTh! s. v! 
Wonted ſnowes, hoꝛribie inundatt: ns. nan 
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wonders, ſfrange apparitions, thzeafning of 
heauen abone, with flaming and ſhooting fire, 
trembling of the earth vnder our fete, and our 
houſes oucr our heads, as of late dates:What 
are all theſe,but as it were great Cranes with 
beaines and Cable-ropes, to dꝛaw vs to the 
192d by repentance? 

Thirdly, the woꝛd of God haleth vs fo res 
pentante: Foꝛ as God in the old time ſent his 
Pꝛophets, bothearely and late to call the re- 
bellions Je wes to repentance: ſo hee ſendeth 
abꝛoad his Preachers and Meſſengers in theſe 
daies foſound vp y Trumpet of his woꝛd, and 
to ring the ſwerte bell of Aaron amongſt them, 
to awake them to repenfance: but alas! how 
lightly are they regarded: Whoheareth their 
voice? But ſurely this is p laſt remedy 5 God 
hath appointed, and if this will not moue vs 
to repentance, iſ this will not ture vs, then are 
we altogether vncurable. 

Fourthly, the infinite number of fins wee gl 
haue committed, ought to bee ſo many ſpurres 
in our ſides, to pꝛicke vs to repentante. It is 
ſufficient (ſaith S. Peter) that wee haue ſpent of 
the time of our life after the luſts of the 
Gentiles , walking in wantonneſſe of luſts, 
drunkenmeſſe gluttony, drinkings, and all ab- 
hominable idolatries. Therefoze it is fime 


now to repent. Oh that men would looke back ch. 
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ta themſelues, as they were fozty, thirty , 
fwenty, oz ten years ago Oh that they would 
call to minde their open and ſecret ſinnes, and 
me thinketh it ſhould make their hearts bleed 
within their bellp, to thinke vpon them! Oh 
that they would con ider how much time they 
haue mil-ſpent, and how many good things 
thep haue neglected, and altogether omitted. 
Fikthly, the ſhoztneſſe of our life calleth ear⸗ 
neſtly vpon vs fo repent. The time of our liſe 
is ſixty pcares and ten, and if they liue to 
eighty peares, pet is their ſtrength but labour 
and ſo2row, and ſo it is cut off quickly, and 
we five away, ſaith the Pꝛophet Dauid. wee 
haue ſpent our peares as a thought, therefoze 
he addeth: Teach vs to number our daies, that 
we may apply our hearts to wiſedome. . Dur 
life, foʒ the ſhoꝛtneſſe #inconffancy of it, in the 
Scriptures it is compared to grafſe, to a va- 
poꝛ, to ſmoake, to a weauers ſhutfle, which 
glideth away ſwiftly. Euen ſo the dapes of 
man paſſeth away, no man knoweth how. 
Man is of ſhort continuance(ſaith Tob)and ful 
of trouble. Experience teacheth vs, that to 
day a man, to mozrow none. Hence away we 
muſt all, here is no abiding place foꝛ bs: how 
ſwne we know not. There loꝛe let vs repent. 
Sirthly, the ſmall number of thoſe which 


(all be laued, ought to thauſt vs foꝛward to 
C4 repentance. 
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repenfance. Strive to enter in at the narrow 
Gate: for many, I ſay vnto you, will ſecke to 
enter in. & ſhall not be able, ſaith Chalk, Luk, 
13. 24. And in another place he ſaith: The gate 
is ſtraight. & the way narrow that leadeth vn- 
to life, and few there bee that finde it. If men 
would conſider of this it would make the loke 
better about them, and try with themſelues 
whether they be of that ſmall number oꝛ no. 

Seuenthlp, death thꝛeatens vs, whichis ve⸗ 
xy terrible to to fleſh © the remembꝛance ok it 
verp bitter to a man that is ſouſeds4 ſoked in p 
pleaſures of this woꝛld. It flattetreth no man, 
it regardeth no perſon, it wetaheth no friend⸗ 
ſhip, it cateth not fo2 rewar ds, it is very grim, 
briv,4 cruell, and killeth downe right where it 
hitte th. Therefoꝛe let vs repent, 

E'ghthip, the dap of iudgment, and ſccond 
appearing of the Sonne of man, will come 
as a Theele in the night, in the which the heas 
uens (hail paſſe away with a nopſe, and the 
Elements :1l melt with heat, and the earth 
with the wozkes that are therein, ſhall bee 
burnt vp Seeing therfoꝛe that all theſe things 
muſt bee dillolued, whar manner of pec(ons 
ought pee to bee in holp connerſat: Si „and 
godlinelle? ſaith Saint Peter 2. 3. Tie 
Load Jeſus ſhall hew bhimſelte from heauen 
with his mighty Angels in flaming fice, ren 
dung 
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ding bengeance vnto them v know not Sed, 
t obep not vnto the Gaſpell of our Lozd Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſt, ſatth the Apoſtle, .

Fo2 he Hall not come 00020lp,3 con⸗ 
teptusullp, as in the fi: it viſitation but he hn 
come very pꝛincelp.ropallp, t trunphantlp, te 
the great terro2 of his enemies; when aconſu⸗ 
mino fi ehen go bo foꝛe him and ten thouſand 
thou unde 2f Angels wait vpon him, af what 
time p Uings of the earth. + the nt — t 
ö rich men x the chic fo Captaines, ⁊ the mugs 
typ wen, t euecp bo 10-4 — ae man, 
ſhall hide ther e'nes in dens, and amongſt the 
rockes of monntaines. £ ſap to the rockes and 
the mountaines, fall on vs, t hide v from the 
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p2cſenceofhim that ſitteth on the thꝛone, and 


from the w2ath of the Lambe:ſoꝛ the great day 
st his wꝛath is come, and who can ſtand:? Rey. 
6. Therefoꝛe let vs repent. The laſt thing is 
hell toꝛments, then the which nothing is moꝛe 
intollerahle. There foʒe ſaith Chꝛiſt, Mar. 9. If 
thine hand cauſe thee to offend, cut it off; it is 
better forthee to enter into life maimed, then 
hauing two hands to go into hell, into the fire 
that neuer ſhall bee quenched, where the 
worme dyeth not, and the fire neuer goeth 
out. The Scripture ſpeaketh terribly to our 
ſenſes, concerning the eſtate of the damned 
perſons, calling it Vell-fire, Damnation, the 
lake that burneth with fire and bzimſtone fo; 
euer. In the thictieth chapter of the Pꝛophe⸗ 
fie of Eſay, it is called Topketh, and it is euen 

2epared of old, it is euen pꝛepared foz the 
King :he hath made it deepe t large, the bur- 
ning thereofis fire, and much wood, the bzeath 
of the Loꝛd, like a riuer ot bꝛimſtone, doth kin⸗ 
dleit. Theſe ſperches are terrible in our ſelues, 
and very maruelionfly amaze vs. But if A had 
the tongues of an hundzed men: nay, of an 
hundꝛed Angels, yet were J not able to vtter 
them, as ſome ſhall one day feele them, much 
leſſe were peu able to conceiue them. Ik all the 
toztures and cruell fozments that can bee de- 


uiſed by the wit of man, were executed vpon 
ſome 
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ſome one, yet were it nothing fo this. Wee 
poo2e wꝛetches thinke there is no paine to a 
collicke, o2 à truell ague. But it all colikes, 
agues, and all other ſtrange diſeaſes could poſs 
fible light vpon one man, it were but a flea-bt- 
ting te that which is to come. The paine is 
endleſſe, eaſeleſie, and remedilelſe. The dates 
of their helliſh fozments ſhall neuer wears 
out, noz their peares come to an end; the lons 
ger they continue, the leſle hope they haue: 
When as many yeares be expired as there bee 
men in the wozld, and ſtarres in the heauens, 
when as many thouſand yeares are ended, as 
there be ſtones and ſands by the Sea ſhoꝛe, vet 
fill there bee tenne hundzed thouſand times ſg 
many moze tocome, Lhoſe that will not now 
bie mouedinhearing, ſhall then ber cruſhed in 
preces in feeling. All dzunkards, ſwearers, 
whoo2emungers,vſurers.ertoztioners,lyers, 
mockers, contemners, ſecure perſons, iolly 
fellowes, rotffing ruffians, luſty blouds, the 
bꝛaue lads of this world, and all other vabe- 
leners,ſhall one day be appꝛehended, and ar⸗ 
raigned befoze the barre of Gods fribunall 
ſcate ; where the Paieſty of God ſhall ſtand 
aboue them with a naked ſwozd of venge- 
ance, and a ſcepterof iuſtice:the diuell, that old 
Dathan, ſhall ſtand on the one ſide fo accuſe 
them, and their owne conſcience on the _ 
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ſide to tondemne them and the gaſping aulfe of 
hell vnderneath theut, ready to lwallow them 
vp foꝛ euermoꝛe. Then ſhall the dꝛea full ſen- 
tente of eternall woe and damnation pꝛoceed 
againſt them. Go vee curſed into hell fire, &c, 
There they ſhall dꝛinke (as iuſt retompence of 
their iniquafy) the bitter cup of Gods eternal! 
w2ath and indignation in the kingdome of 
darkenefſe,*in p fearefull pꝛeſente of ſathan, 
# all the curſed enemies of Gods grace! where 
the dolefull dꝛumme of Gods anger ſh? il ener 
found though their eares, where ſhall euer be 
weeping and anaſhing ok teeth, where thall be 
confifion,ws, and endlefſe lamentation: their 
gripes ſhail be ſo great. their grones (3 deepe, # 
their garboils ſo intollerable, pÞ they ſhall grit 
ke a dog in their infernall connulfions,+ with 
howling # yelling cry out, Moe and alas that 
cuacr J was bozic; Dh that J had neuer bene 
bozne! oz that my mother had bo2ne mee a 
toad: ſoꝛ then my condition ſhould haue beene 
better then it is Curſed was v time J was be- 
got in, 5 houre J was conceiued in, and p day 
that J ſucked my mothers paps, curled J was 
alwaies; Curſed J am, c curied J all be euer⸗ 
moꝛe. Moe, Mce, how great is mptozment: 
Mhoſe heart doth not melt, whole cares do 
not glow, whoſe haices do nat ſtand vpon his 
head to heare thoſe things? Therkoꝛe * 
zen 
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thzen let vs repent. At the mercy of God cau⸗ 
not allure vs, let his iudgements ſcare vs: At 
his indgements cannot ſcare vs, let his Wozy 
moue vs: If bis Mod cannot moue vs, let 
dur ins amaze vs:ifour ſins cannot amaze vs, 
let Þ ſhoꝛtneſſe of our life damp vs: It᷑ Þ ſhoꝛt · 
neſſe of our life cannot dampe vs, let the ſmall 
number of thoſe that ſhall be ſaued afray vs: if 
pcanot afray vs, let death ferrifie vs: It death 
cannot terrifie vs, let y dap of tudgemet thake 
vs: if that cannot Take vs, let hell toꝛments 
thunder vs t rend vs in peeces: Foz verily my 
b:ethzen.tf none of all theſe can pꝛeuaile, if we 
will not foz all this repent , bat bee obſtinate, 
then we ſhall al periſh and bee damned, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding fo Chꝛiſts woꝛds. Now iet vs p25ceed to 
ſpeake of thoſe things which let and hinder 
from repentante; which indeed although they 
bee in number infinite, pet at this time J will 
lap fozth ſeuen ſpeciall lets and hinderances 
Into repentance. 

The firſt is vnbeleefe:that is when men will 
not beleeue fuch things which are ſpoken and 
pꝛoued vnto them, out of the woꝛd of God; y 
it is p vomiteth vp all gad things + popſoneth 
5 verpentrails ofa man,# kœpeth all god gra⸗ 
tes from vs, as appeareth. Mat. 13,5 8. Hee did 
not many great works there for their vnbeleef᷑ 
lake; & the 4. chap, to the Hebrewes it is ſaid: 
oy | Vnto 
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Vnto them was the Goſpell preached, as alſo 
vnto vs: but the word that they heard prefired 
them not, becauſe it was not mixt with faith 
in thoſe that heard it. So that heere we may ſc 
although we heare neuer ſo much, yet if wer 
bꝛing not faith with vs, wee ſhall neuer p2ofit 
vnto repentance: Fo2 vndelcfe taketh vp our 
hearts fo2 ſathan, and refuſeth all the whole. 
ſome doctrine of ſaluation, and doth ſo harden 
men in the waies of ſinne, that in the end they 
become paſt feling and cannot bee touched one 
whit, either with the iudgements oz mercy of 
God, but count the one as blaſts of wind, 
and make the other a couert foz their filthi- 
nelle. You ſhall note ſome men, who when 
they haue heard their ſinnes ſtraightly rip⸗ 
ped vp by the woꝛd of God, andtheir iuſt dam⸗ 
nation pꝛoued by the ſame, without ſpeedy 
and earneſt repentance, will bzeake ont ints 
theſe woꝛds of bnbelefe : if this be {as hx 
ſaith) God help vs, J hope it is not ſo:J truſt 
I ſhall do well enough fo2 all this as long as 
J haue a good faith in God, and do no body no 
harme: Shall J leaue my pleaſures and my 
p2ofits fo2 their ſaying? Nhat: do they thinke 
none ſhall bar ſaued but ſuch as read p Dcrip- 
fares, and heare Sermons? God foꝛbid, but 
thoſe which do not go fo heare Dermons 
thquld be ſaved as well as they: why may — 
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one ſerne God as well at home in his houſe, 
Haning god Bokes, and god P2ayers,as by 
comming to the Church to heare Sermons EF 
Seruſce ? Alas theſe men ſtand too much in 
their owe light, and bewzay what folly and 
ignoꝛante is in them. Fo2 do they thinke to be 


ſaued by any other meanes then God hath aps 


pointed? oꝛ whe God hatt anauched any thing 
in his woꝛd, will they ercept againit it, and ſo 
make God a lyer? When God hath once ſef 
downe a thing, and pzoued it fo their faces, wil 
they pet reply? When God hath told vs, that 
the pꝛeaching of the Mozd is the o2dinary 
meanes of our ſaluation, ſha!l me hope to bee 
ſaued although we contemne if, and ueuer (oz 
very ſeldome) heare it? Is not this plaine inff- 
delity and vnbelcefe, that when Gad ſaith one 
thing, we wil ſay another, when Gos ſaith pea, 
we will ſay no, J hope not ſo? Pea ſurelp that 
is it that ſtoppeth the way vnto Gods graces, 
and barreth vs out from repentance. 

The ſecond let is the pꝛeſumption of Gods 
mercy: foz if men bee ſharpelp repꝛoued 02 
their finne, and erhozfed vnto repentance by 
and by they talke conertly, ſaping: God is 
mercifull, God is mercifull : as though God 
were made all of mercy, and that there were 
no iuſtice in him at all: And thus the wicked 
make Gods mercy an occaſion to finne; which 
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thing p Pꝛophet Nahum in the firſt ofhis pꝛo⸗ 
pheſie doth tharpiy repꝛoue. The Lord ( (aith 
he) is {low ro anger, but he is preat in power, 
and will not ſurely clzare the wicked. But bes 
cauſe I haue ipoken afeze cf this pꝛeſuming, 
mil⸗applping of Govs mcrey , J will heere 
palle it ouer, wilung vou to note it as one ſpe⸗ 
ciall let viito repeu! ance. 

The third hinderance is the example of the 
multitude: fo2 that doth hearten and embol⸗ 
den men unte ünne: As when many birds klic⸗ 
ker and flocke together they fall vpon the bait 
without any ſexre: but one o2 two alone will 
be alraid: Cuen {o the examples of many lin- 
companions do embolden mento run though 
the ſnares of Sathan without any miſtruſt. 
Cheretoꝛe it is ſaid in Exo.23. Thou ſhalt not 
follow a multitude to do euill. This is p thing 
which hindereth a great number from God: 
fo2 thep neuer locke vp vnto God, oz to his 
Woꝛd, but ſtare vpon the common doings of 
moſt men, tr ramples of the world: thinking 
they doe as the moſt men do das their loze⸗ 
fathers haue done beſoze them thep are tocke⸗ 
ſure, ar don an cuen ground. And hereupon 
ariſeth their dineililh pꝛouerbe: Do as moſt 
men doe, and the feweſt will ſpeake of you, 
But they haue fozgottea Saint Pauls rule. 


Rom, 13. Faſhion not your {clues like _ 
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this world. 'Theſe fellowes that ſtand vpon 
multitude will reaſon thus: Me ſe none of $ 
great ones of the wozld, none of the Noble, 
none of the rich, none ofthe wiſe and pꝛudent, 
reteiue this doctrine, but onely a few ſhacke⸗ 
rags,tbeggerly raſcals, & therefoze it is a to⸗ 
ken, 5 if is nothing woꝛth, ethat it is doubt⸗ 
full, and not foz vs fo meddle withall. Lo, what 
thoughts may creepe info our heads, and how 
flily Sathan may frumpe in our wap, à blinds 
fold vs, and leade vs away in the darke,by do⸗ 
ting vs w the example of p multifude. There 
fozelet vs fake heed of thoſe pif-fals which ſa⸗ 
than layeth in our wap, x not bee carried away 
with thoſe thoughts e reaſons. The wicked 
beare themſelnes in hand, Þ they ſhall win » 
game, t ti;at'y goale goeth on their ſide; e there 

is nothing but trowing long befoze if be dap, 

great triumphing among the befoꝛe any ſtroke 
be giuen: and Þ becauſe we are but a handfall 
of people , « they a great multitude, £ that in 
a manner the whole wozld agreeth with them 

fo pzaniſe our death. Thus the diuell doth calf 

a miſt befoze their eyes, and cloſely lead them 
away from repentance. Therefoze deare bze- 
then, let vs ſtand faſt inthe woꝛd of the Loꝛd, 
and not bee tarrped away, oz bowed quite 

downe with p raging ſtreame of 5 multitude, 
but let va know it to bes 3 ſpeciall 2 
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of Sathan, wherby he dꝛiueth bs from repen⸗ 
tance. 

The fourth let vnto repentance, is long 
cuſtome ot ſin : foz that taketh away all ſenſe 
and feeling of finne, and makethit,as if were, 
another natute vnto vs: ſo p we may aſwell 
alter nature as ſhake it of whe it is once thus 
ſouldꝛed vnto vs thzough long cuſtome. Ther⸗ 
foꝛe it is ſaid, ler. 1 3. 23. Can the Black- more 
change bis skinne, or the Leopard his ſpers ? 
T hen may you alſo do good, that are accuſto- 
med to do cuill. Bere the P2ophet affirmeth, 
pitis as hard to cure an old diſeaſe , Vis bꝛed 
in the bones, and fo remedp a ſinne that hath 
beene hatched and bꝛought vp with vs, as to 
wah a black-moore white, oz to chamge the 
ſpots of a leopard, which cannot be without 
deſtroping of nature. And ſurely, fry it who 
will, hee ſhall find as hard a matter to leaue an 
old cuſtame, whether it be of ſtwearing, of ga- 

ing, oflying ok whoozing, ot euill company, 

M. + bother ſinne. as to waſhan Ethiopian. 
02any ee it is wzitten Pro. 17. Though thou 
Therefo. ya foole in a morter amog wheat 
{houldetr >, »ftle, yet will not his fooliſh- 
—— -P> "im, o that as long ag we 
* g. the do; 
4 cltome with d. the doe ol repentance 
is barred againſt vs. ing ornu⸗ 
The fifth hinderance is lor. 0 
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niſhmenk: foz the wicked thereby are hardened 
in ſin, and d2inen off from repentance : euen as 
an old theefe that hath ſtollen a long time, and 
eſcaped both pꝛiſon and gallowes, is animated 
moꝛe boldly to pzoceed in his wickednes, thin⸗ 
king he ſhallſo alwaies eſcape. So many filthy 
and loſe liners go fo2ward in their abhomina⸗ 
tion withont repentance, thinking v becauſe 
God doth not inconfinently puniſh them, and 
ſhew ſome manifeſf iadgement «+ ſigne of his 
w2ath vpon them; therefoze they ſhall bee ac⸗ 
guited fo2 altogether. Whereas cotrariwiſe,if 
God ſhould by t by ſtrike them downe as ſone 
as they had finned, by thundering vpon one, x 
lightning vpon another, ⁊ raining fire + bꝛim⸗ 
fone pon ò third, it would make them akraid. 
Pereupon it is ſaid in 2. Pet. 3.3.4. This firſt 
ynderſtand, that there ſhall come in the laſt 
dayes mockers, which will walke after their 
luſts, and ſay; Where is the promiſe of his com- 
ming? For ſince the father died, all things con- 
tinued alike frõ the beginning of the creation. 
But let theſe men well know. that when God 
hath delayed a long time, e pꝛolonged p terme 
ok the wicked, at length he will ſhew, that al⸗ 
though he waited fo2 their repentance , pet he 
foꝛgot not their miſ-deeds, but regiſtred them 
befoze him, and packed them vp vpon a great 
heape, to increaſe the terronr of his w2ath. 
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The ſixk hinderance, is the beholbing of 
other mens ends, Foz when ſome men that 
haue liued a wicked and an vngracions life, 
and haue beene nstozious finners, enen to the 
woꝛld⸗ ward, fo that euery man could point af 
them:pet if vpon their death-bed they can ſap 
a ſew good wo2ds,and cry God mercy,and ſay 
their pꝛapers. and fozatue all the wozld, and ſo 
die quictly, it is merueilous to heare how fo. 
lich people of the wozld will exalt them, and 
iuſlify them, ſaping: Ye made a very good 
end, asany man could make, hee died as quiet 
as alambe, & ſet all things in god ozder befoze 
he died: Yeereupon another wicked and mon⸗ 
Arous varlet is incouraged to ſinne. Fo2 thin⸗ 
Keth hee, ſuch a man liued as looſely as J, 02 
an man elſe, and pet he made a verp god end, 
and why may not J do ſo too? But alas theſe 
mens eies are bleared:fo2 to die quietly, is not 
fo die godly, to try God niercy fa2 falhion, is 
not to haue God merciful; to ſay a few pꝛap⸗ 
ers from be teeth outward is not to die in the 
faith of Chꝛiſt:loꝛ many do all theſe, and yet 
die miſerablp. 

The laſt let, is hope of long liſe: fo2 while 
men feed and beſot theniſelues in this hope, 
they are dꝛunken in fin, and deferre the day of 
repentante, as the rich man in the 1 2. of Luke, 
dꝛeaming of his long life, caſt of all thought 
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of God, and the other life;and of Chziffs com- 
ming, and of all good tbings, and ſaid within 
himſelle: Soule, thou haſt much goods laid vp 
for many yeares, liue at caſe, cate, drinke, and 
take thy paſtime, Thus the bleare-gied men of 
the wozld, choake vp repentance, and quite 
ſmother it, by doting themlelues with hope of 
long life. Therefoze my deere bzethzen, J be- 
ſeech yon by the mercies of God in the bowels 
of Jeſus That, that none of all theſe common 
lets may ſtay you from ſpeedy and vnfeigned 
repentance, but that you may ouer-flide them 
all: leaſt happily you being found without 
Repentance , and taken fardy in your finnes, 
ſhould all periſh and bee damned, accoꝛding to 
Chlts ſcatence. Wherefoze in conclufion,lef 
vs with godly Ezechiah bee afraid ot Gods 
thꝛeatnings, ſo2row aſszehand, ſtand in aws 
of God, examine our conſciences, mourne foz 
our fins, and lament inwardly; that when the 
wicked, which haue ſwimmed in pleaſure 
beere below, ſhall enter info their eternall 
paines, we may then, J ſay, there haue euer⸗ 
laſting peace and reſt: that when Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
ſhall appeare from from heauen with all his 
gels, wee may haue crownes of alozy, and 
raigne with our God; and our Sauionr bis 
Sone, and all his Saints and Angels, in 
the midſt of all iop in the heauens foz euer⸗
